Remarks 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is requested in view of the following 
remarks. For the following reasons set forth, Applicant respectfully submits that the claimed 
invention is allowable over the cited references. 

The Office Action dated August 1, 2001 indicated that: claim 1-30 stands rejected under 
Section 1 12(2) as being indefinite; and under the doctrine of obvious-type double patenting with 
reference to U.S. Patent Application No. 09/585,921. but this rejection may be overcome with a 
timely-filed 37 CFR 1.321 Terminal Disclaimer.
